Two Kinds of Industry. 


I have known two kinds of industri­ 
ous farmers. 
I do not include the 
sluggish and negligent. 
B ut of the 
real hard workers there aro two dis­ 
tinct classes. They both rise at dawn 
and work after dark, and are w orthy 
of success; hut one class fails for w ant 
of proper m anagem ent and thought. 
These will put their energies into ono 
piece of work, and neglect other tilings 
which need them more. 
I knew one man w ho was so intent 
on finishing a piece of board fence 
that he worked hard at it the very 
tim e th at the weeds in his root crop 
grew from one inch high to ten inches, 
increasing the labor of cleaning out at 
least tenfold, and reducing his crop 
about one-half. 
A nother buys costly 
tools, and lets them rust and rot in the 
fields because he is so busy w ith some­ 
thing else, although the labor of hous­ 
ing would he a m ere nothing. 
A n­ 
other builds a costly barn, and uses up 
his m eans for m anuring, cultivating 
and draining, when cheaper buildings 
would have answered. A nother works 
a wet field year after year a t great cost 
and inconvenience, and w ith sm all 
results, because lie is too busy to un­ 
derdrain it. Ho does everything at a 
disadvantage. 
Very different is the course of the 
good manager. 
H e looks a t his work 
—lias it mapped out before him —esti­ 
m ates accurately the labor to accom­ 
plish each job, and the tim e when it 
should he done to prevent loss, and 
then goes on system atically. 
It does 
not require great genius to do this, hut 
common sense, and for the farme# to 
keep his wits about him . This is 
w hat makes a nmn practical anil suc­ 
cessful.—[Corr. Country Gentlem an.

CROPS AND FARMING NEW'. 
Capt. Stanley, living four miles be­ 
low the city, has about 1,0Ü0 growing 
fruit trees on his place, consisting of 
English walnuts, almonds, apples, 
peaches, etc. He irrigates his trees 
about three times a year. Has two 
acres of alfalfa from which he cut last 
year about eight tons of liny, besides 
keeping one cow on it. Has 100 acres 
of barley about five feet high, which lie 
is now cutting for hay. It will yield 
from two and a half to five tons per 
acre. Last year he planted about one- 
lialf an acre of Egyptian corn, called 
by travelers in Egypt “durha.” The 
grain is about the size of pop-corn, of 
a brown color, and in its growth and 
appearance resembles sorgum. It is 
planted and cultivated like ordinary 
corn. After his chickens had fed upon 
it through the season, he gathered 900 
pounds from the half-acre. Farmers 
wishing to experiment with it can 
procure a small quantity from him. 
Mr. Tutliill, from Los Nietos, in­ 
forms us that the farmers are now 
busy planting corn. The old ground 
is being planted and much new ground 
is being broken up to be planted in 
corn. The early grain is in fine condi­ 
tion and will yield a good crop. The 
8an Gabriel river is carrying a very 
large volume of water. There will be 
no lack of water this year for those de­ 
siring to irrigate corn crops. 
Mr. Gower sends us a note from 
Temacula. He says that the crops and 
grass on the Chino, Temescal and Tem­ 
ecula ranches are not so good as they, 
is south and west of Los Angeles city. 
From Santa Anna crossing to Temes­ 
cal the grass is fine; but from Temes­ 
cal to Temecula, the grass is quite 
short, wild flowers being abundant. 
[A good place for a bee ranch.] There 
is some excitement about reported dis­ 
coveries of cinabar and placer mines 
on the San Jacinto river. Parties ai-e 
Btaking off1 claims. Temescal, Chino 
and Temecula are about forty to sixty 
miles southeast of this city and out­ 
side of Los Angeles valley proper. 
Mr. C. E. White, owning a large 
farm seven miles south of the city, 
planted this year some mesquit grass 
seed, brought from Texas. Part of the 
seed was sown on strong alkali ground. 
The whole planting is doing remark­ 
ably well. That on the alkali is doing 
best. Gophers do no damage to it. 
He thinks this grass bid fair to be the 
crop with which the worst alkali spots 
can be transformed into the choicest 
and most profitable pasturage. 


OSAGE ORANGE HEDGE PLANT. 
To-day Mr. Clapp received by Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s Express 10,000 Osage 
orange hedge plants, from near Chi­ 
cago, III. The cost per thousand de­ 
livered in Los Angeles was about $8. 
They arrived in fine condition. The 
warm weather since crossing the Sier­ 
ras has caused the little buds to start 
on some of the plants. 
What a comment on those persons 
who can find nothing to do in Califor­ 
nia ! The nurserymen around Sacra­ 
mento and San Jose ask $12 per 1,000 for 
the plants. They are sent by rail 
across the continent to the consumer 
in Los Angeles for thirty-three per 
cent less than the California nursery­ 
man will sell them. This State is proba­ 
bly better adapted to growing hedges 
of Osage orange than any other State 
in the Union, and there will be a 
greater demand for such fences. Where 
the soil is well cultivated the hedge 
will grow without irrigation. In fact, 
it makes the best hedge when not sup­ 
plied with too much water. 
Mr. Bowman, on the Duarte rancho, 
beyond the San Gabriel Mission, is 
planting large quantities of the seed. 
He expects to raise half a million 
plants for the coming season of 1875. 
It is his intention to agree to plant out 
hedges for so much a rod and he will 
bring the hedge to a three-years’ 
growth. The furmer will have a fence 
that will last for a century. Los An­ 
geles county is well adapted to grow­ 
ing such hedges. Our farmers should 
try it.

A Pine Forest w ithin Twenty M iles 
of Los Anaeles. 
Lying northeast from Los Angeles, 
about twenty miles distant, is a 
high range of mountains as shown 
by our map. The range is about 
twenty or thirty miles wide. After 
reaching the summit there is a long 
distance of rolling land covered with 
pine trees. Bugar and white pine 
grow in immense quantities and to a 
large size. Oak timber covers a very 
large areaof the western and southern 
slope up toward the summit. 
The 
pine ffirest is scattered over a tract of 
country twenty by thirty miles. 
From this forest timber was brought 
by the old Mexican residents of fifty 
years ago. A wooden railroad or tram­ 
way, narrow gauge, so as to make 
short curves, can be constructed up 
into the timber at a cost of about 
$10,000. The Inmber and fire-wood 
can then be brought to the foot of the 
mountains, a distance of say five 
miles, down grade, and delivered at 
the railroad stations at a cost of about 
$15 or $16 perM. for lumber, and about 
$4 per cord for oak wood. The land is 
government land, except the odd sec­ 
tions which belong to the S. P. It. R. 
Co. Lumber sells here at from $32 50 
to $35 per M. As to quantity, there are 
five or six sailing vessels constantly 
employed in bringing lumber. AVe 
call the attention of capitalists to tuis 
opening. There is an immeuae for­ 
tune in this timber awaiting some one 
whj has capital and energy to carry 
out the enterprise. 


M A P O F O U R B A C K C O U N T R Y . 
Homes for Everybody 


Map showing the geographical 
and commercial position of Los 
Angeles; the system of Trans­ 
continental Railroads on the Pa­ 
cific Coast; the im passable 
ranges of mountains parallel to 
tlie coast north and south of San 
Gorgonio Pass—the only natural 
pass in the m o u n tain s from 
Lower California to O regon; 
showing also the largest and 
richest mining region in the 
world tributary to Los Angeles; 
showing the proposed railroads 
to the rich mines of Cerro Gordo, 
to Salt Lake; also the thirty- 
fifth and thirty-second parallel 
routes and their junction at Al- 
burquerque, as proposed by Col 
Scott.

El Monte, 100; Spadra, 50; Gal­ 
latin, 100; Santa Ana, 60; West­ 
minster, 50; Compton, 50; San 
Fernando, 50; Florence, 50; Tus- 
tin City, 50. These are each the 
nucleus of a rich farming section. 


PROFITS OF ORANGE CULTURE. 
Much has been written on this sub­ 
ject by local and other writers. On 
one point they all agree, which is the 
fact that the culture of oranges, lem­ 
ons, limes, etc., is very profitable. A 
recent correspondent for one of the 
Chicago papers says that the whole 
thing is over-estimated, and would 
lead his readers to suppose that possi­ 
bly the profit was very little greater 
than for ordinary products. 
Yesterday we sent our “local” out 
to collect the facts from the orange 
growers and from the fruit stands 
where the fruit was bought and sold. 
W. Workman, who owns an orchard 
of sixty lime trees on the east bank of 
the Los Angeles river, states that the 
trees are from 7 to 15 years old, that 
the lime tree commences to bear at 
five years old from the seed. His fif­ 
teen year old trees are in flower, bud 
and fruit all the year round. The ripe 
fruit is gathered every week. The 
yield per year pel tree is 3,500, and 
sells at for ten to fifteen dollars per 
thousand. The product of a single tree 
has been known to amount to fifty 
dollars in a single year. About three 
hundred trees can be planted to the 
acre. He has one hundred and seven­ 
ty-five lemon trees fifteen years old. 
The average return from the sale of 
the fruit nets fifteen dollars per tree, 
about two thousand lemons per tree. 
About one hundred and fifty orange 
trees are in bearing condition and yield 
ten dollars worth of fruit per tree. 
For large bearing trees the yield is one 
thousand to fifteen hundred each. 
They can bear three thousand, but the 
fruit in such cases is small. His bear­ 
ing trees occupy six acres, and he has 
planted out a young orchard of twenty 
acres. 
II. D. Barrows’ Sicily lemon 
trees arc twelve years old. The crop 
last year sold for fifteen hundred dol­ 
lars. 
The proceeds per tree were 
thirty-eight dollars, coin. The lemon 
begins to bear at five years old. His 
orange trees commenced to bear at 
from eight to nine years from the seed. 
They come into full bearing at ten 
years; from that time to fifteen years 
old the yield increases about fifty per 
cent, and at twenty reaches what may 
be termed the maximum. A small 
increase may be expected after that 
age. Some trees yield over two thou­ 
sand; his neighbor counted twenty- 
five hundred on one tree. Some old 
trees, seventy years old, have been 
known to yield five thousand oranges. 
By careful grafting the trees can be 
brought into bearing two or three years 
earlier. Citrous can be made an im­ 
portant trade. They come into bear­ 
ing at about three years and bear very 
prolifically; will grow, like a willow, 
from the cutting. 
S. Wolfskill says that the Wolf- 
skill orchard in this city con­ 
tains thirty acres of trees, now 
about twenty years old. Last year and 
this year the trees were pruned 
very close and the crop was not so 
large as usual. The income has been 
in the past from $7,000 to $10,000 
per year from the thirty acres. Be­ 
sides the orchards above referred to 
there are the large orchards of L. J. 
Rose and B. D. Wilson near the Mis­ 
sion San Gabriel, the yield of which is 
reported much above the foregoing. 
Mr. Childs has a large orange orchard 
in this city which has been well culti­ 
vated and which yields very heavily. 
The orange crop usually sells at from 
$15 to $25 per 1,000on the trees, owing 
to whether the fruit is large or small. 
At $5 per 1,000, or one-lialf a ceut 
each, the crop will pay on an orchard 
of ten years old $250 per acre. The 
trees will yield about 1,000 each, fifty 
to the acre. The building of railroads 
to the interior States and Territories 
will open up a market which cannot 
be oversupplied even at the present 
prices. The crop is one that keeps 
well. The ripe fruit remains on the 
trees without injury from January 
until June. They have a very thick 
skin and bear transportation remarka­ 
bly well. Mr. Hawes carried a box of 
them from Los Angeles to New York, 
thence back to Nashville, Tenn. On 
arriving at the latter place the fruit 
was perfectly sound and in fine condi­ 
tion; at least that was the verdict of 
those who aie the fruit. By using 
windmills to pump up tlio water to 
irrigate with, there cun be had thous­ 
ands of acres suitable for the cult va- 
tion of the semi-tropical fruits. This 
will always be one of our most impor­ 
tant industries. 


GIVE US SOME NEW PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
The Court-house is inconvenient, an 
eyc-sore and ear-sore for those who 
attend court. Our city offices are old 
adobes of the past century, and more 
suitable for station houses or rat dens 
than for respectable officers of a grow­ 
ing city. As to the jail, it is a nui­ 
sance, for which the grand jury recom­ 
mended that the responsible parties 
be indicted, if it was not put in more 
comfortable condition for the prison­ 
ers. Without commenting any fur­ 
ther on the matter, we make the fol­ 
lowing suggestion: Sell the Court­ 
house for say $25,000 or $30,000. Sell 
also the city block or plaza lying on 
Sixth and Hill streets. The plaza 
contains twenty lots, each 00x165 feet. 
These will readily average $750 each, 
or $15,000 for the whole block. This 
added to the price of the Court-house, 
gives $40,000 or $45,000. Let the city 
add $5,000 in bonds and the county 
$15,0t*0, aggregating $65,000. Remove 
the old buildings occupied by the 
jailor and city offices on the corner of 
Jail and Spring street. The lot fronts 
about 130 feet on Spring street and 
runs back to High street, 300 feet. 
Widen Jail street ten or fifteen feet. 
On the remaining 120 feet erect a 
large commodious building, using the 
lower story for city offices, Sheriff", 
Assessor, etc. In the second story 
provide rooms for the District and 
County Courts, County Clerk, Re­ 
corder, Supervisors and the other 
necessary rooms The jail can be 
placed 
on the 
back of 
the 
lot or can be made a part of the base­ 
ment of the main building. There is 
no more suitable or convenient place 
in this city for such a building. The 
street cars passing in front of it will 
be a great convenience to all who 
transact business in the building. The 
amount of sixty-five thousand dollars 
will put up a fine building. The Court 
Houses in Santa Barbara and Ban 
Luis Obispo did not cost near this 
amount, and either one of them would 
be an ornament to this city. A pri­ 
vate person could put up the building 
for sixty-five thousand dollars. Bo 
can our otlicers who would havecharge 
of the work. 
Keep this matter in your minds, 
think it over, improve on the sugges­ 
tions and develop a plan that will re­ 
sult in giving our city and county 
buildings suitable for our business. 
Let it be done for the benefit of tho 
county. Do not let it be a job to plun­ 
der the public funds. 


CHANGE OF BASE. 


WHAT ¡S THE MATTER WITH THE APPLE 


AND PEACH T R E E S? 
We have noticed for several years 
that the apple and the peach trees 
show a lack of vigor for which there is 
apparent no adequate cause. It is 
late in the season before any sign 
of life is manifested by the buds, and 
when the leaves start it is only isola­ 
ted tufts, leaving long spaces of naked 
bark without leaf or bud. Why is it ? 
This certainly cannot indicate a state 
of health in the trees. A gentleman 
from Anaheim, who has watched the 
growtli of orchards there, tells us that 
so far as he has observed, trees display 
vigor and perfect health for the first 
fevfr years of their growth, and then 
permanently decay. Can the expla­ 
nation be that they exhaust in the 
first few years of their growtli some 
vital food-elements in the soil and 
then undergo a process of slow starva­ 
tion ? Possibly the facts which we 
published a few days ago in an article 
headed, “ Lime for Orange Orchards,” 
may give a hint in the right direction, 
or may at least indicate the proper di­ 
rection for investigation. 
Cannot 
some of our orchardists or fruit men 
tell us something about it ? 


Profit and Loss. 
According to their published state­ 
ment, since the 1st of September tho 
Central Pacific lias received on its 
business $860 per day. During the 
same time, besides ordinary expenses 
of operating the road, it lias cost $3,308 
per day to keep it open for t ravel. Bo 
the gain is not all on one side. 
Wo understand that tho railroad 
company will employ an additional 
force of 500 men in their machine 
shops at Sacramento, to repair the 
damage done to their locomotives and 
rolling stock by the excessive storms 
in the Sierras during the past Winter. 
Nine-tenths of this heavy ex| ense oc­ 
curred on the lint, of the road between 
Alta and Truckee, a distance of forty- 
live miles. 


J. M. Bassett, one of the best writers 
on the Pacific Coast press, leaves to­ 
morrow for Los Angeles to assume ed­ 
itorial control of the H e r a l d, of that 
thriving and beautiful city. He will 
no doubt extend the sphere of useful­ 
ness of the H e r a l d, which is already a 
very creditable specimen of an interior 
journal. Mr. Bassett has very large 
experience in the profession, having 
been for a long time connected with 
metropolitan journalism and formerly 
editor of the Ban Joaquin Republic,an, 
which under his management achieved 
a very wholesome reputation. We 
commend brother Bassett to the good 
graces of the Los Angeles people, and 
wish him abundant success with the 
H e r a l d.—[S. F. Examiner, April 3d. 
Mr. Bassett arrives on the Pacific to­ 
day, and will at once assume his du­ 
ties as Editor of the H e r a l d. During 
the last week the editorial chair was 
temporarily filled, until Mr. Bassett 
could arrive. We fully expect that he 
will carry on the editorial department 
to the entire satisfaction of this com­ 
munity, and with credit to himself. 


Port of W ilm ington. 
It will be seen by our despatches 
from Washington that the Senate has 
passed the l>i 11 changing the name of 
Ban Pedro to Port Wilmington. Borne 
time ago our Chamber of Commerce 
made a report on the Wilmington 
Harbor, its importance, the necessity 
of a proper development of it, and 
recommending that the name be 
changed from Ban Pedro to Port of 
Wilmington. Good bye, San Pedro ! 
you are indissolubly linked to a by­ 
gone age, good enough in itself but 
not progressive enough for the pres­ 
ent restless, rushing civilization. Old 
things are passing away. The sail 
vessel once or twice a year, the lighter, 
the mule teams and stage coach for 
you are gone. Your history is finished. 
A new era dawns. The lighthouse, 
steamboat, railroad, breakwater and 
improved harbor, announce the com­ 
ing tide of civilization and commerce. 
Your name was good enough per sc, 
but the associated memories are an 
incubus which we do not want to car­ 
ry iu our race for the commerce of the 
coming civilization.

Massachusetts Senatorship. 
The last vote fora Senator to succeed 
Sumner in Massachusetts shows a 
slight decline in the strength of Dawes 
and a alight increase in that of Adams. 
It is the opinion of some who claim to 
be political experts, that liutler is only 
loaning votes to Dawes to humbug 
him, and that in the end he will either 
set up for himself or turn his entire 
strength over to Judge Curtis and the 
Democrats. 
Curtis can command 
ninety members on a full vote, and 
Butler, it is asserted, has fifty. There 
are 280 votes in the joint convention, 
and 141 are needed to elect 011 a full 
vote. A coalition between Butler and 
Curtis would come within one vote of 
electing. With the administration at 
his back Butler may prove a formid­ 
able power in the choice of Senator if 
lie can’t secure the place himself. It 
is tolerably sure that neither Dawes 
nor Hoar can muster the votes to be 
elected, even if they consent to a com­ 
promise and doubling of forces. There 
would still be left from fifteen to 
twenty Republicans who do not follow 
the successful candidate of such an 
agreement: 


Cost of Narrow-Gauge Railroads. 
M. L. Marsh of Nevada city has re­ 
ceived the following letter from a rail­ 
road man, giving the cost per mile of 
a first-class narrow-gauge road: “Your 
favor of the 16th instant received and 
contents noted. The cost of building 
narrow-gauge railroads will vary ac­ 
cording to the place where they are 
built. The iron, spikes and fish plates 
will be about the same, and the dilier- 
ence will be in the grading and ties. 
The Denver and Rio Grande Railroad, 
when ready for the operating depart­ 
ment, counting one engine, two 
coaches and fifty freight cars to twenty- 
five miles, cost about $14,000 per mile. 
Our iron weighs thirty pounds per 
yard; engines cost at the works from 
$6,500 to 10,000, according to weight; 
coaches from $3,000 to $4,000; second 
clast, about $2,500. We buy all trucks 
for freght cars in the East, and build 
the bodies for from $50to $100, accord­ 
ing the kind of car.’’

Professor Fowler’s lectures are still 
crowded, the attendance seeming even 
greater last night than it was the 
night before.

Meeting adjourned. 


A NEW HOTEL FOR THE CITY. 


W ake up, and keep it before the 
people, that for invalids and parties 
who wish a mild a'nd equable climate, 
Los Angeles is acknowledged to be un­ 
equalled, either in southern France or 
sunny Italy. But few, however, of 
the great number of tourists who 
yearly crowd the Atlantic steamers 
for Europe are familiar with the ex­ 
cellence of our climate for those seek- 
iug health and pleasure. Here no 
rude winds sweep our fair fields to 
chill the blood, nor do miasmatic- ex­ 
halations infest the ground, but all is 
healthful and charming as heart could 
wish. Now the air is redolent of the 
sweet perfume of a thousand flowers 
and our fields are clothed with living 
green. W hat are we doing to induce 
the people of the títates to visit us, in­ 
stead of Europe, where no climate 
like ours is found and where traveling 
is so notoriously expensive? The an­ 
swer is, nothing. Hundreds of people 
have come here to remain for months, 
but finding no hotel accommodations 
suited to their comfort, they leave for 
other and more favored places. While 
tíanta Barbara and tían Diego have 
built elegant hotels to induce tourists 
to visit their respective towns capital­ 
ists and others interested in the growth 
and prosperity of Los Angeles are re­ 
posing in a cataleptic sleep, doing 
nothing and proposing nothing. We 
say to all such, wake up to the exi­ 
gency of the times. There is capital 
enough here, but the enterprise to ap­ 
propriate it in the right direction is 
wanting. It will not oe long beforo 
the railroads centering here now being 
constructed will be completed, when 
thousands of visitors will come in 
upon us demanding accommodations. 
W hat shall we do w ith them? We 
say, build a hotel, w ith accommoda­ 
tions for at least three hundred guests. 
If no one party can be induced to in­ 
vest so large asuui of money as would 
be required to construct such a build­ 
ing, let there be a combination of 
capital. 
One hundred aud seventy- 
five thousand dollars appropriated to 
the building of a hotel on a site that 
may be chosen in this city, would 
complete the structure and give to the 
owner a yearly rental of $00,000. This 
can be easily demonstrated thus: 21 
stores, 20x80 feet, at $125 per month, is 
per annum, $31,500; rent of hotel, 
$1,500 per month, per annum, $18,000; 
total, $49,500; being about twelve per 
cent on $400,000. Who will make the 
first move in this enterprise?

The Los Angeles Public Library. 


Through the kindness of Mr. Little­ 
field, Manager of the Public Library, 
we were yesterday shown the ordi­ 
nance as drafted at the last meeting 
of the Board of Trustees of that insti­ 
tution, relative to the establishment 
of a Public Library to be owned and 
dperated by the city and into which 
the present library will be merged. 
The ordinance will be presented in the 
City Council at its next meeting aud 
submitted to the action of that body. 
Section one provides for the estab­ 
lishment of a Public Library in ac­ 
cordance with the act of the Legisla­ 
ture, March 4th, which is to be called 
the Los Angeles Public Library, to be 
the property of the city and devoted 
to the use of the public. 
Section two provides for the election 
by the Council of nine Regents of the 
Library, the Mayor being ex-officio 
President and the City Treasurer also 
Treasurer of the Board. The Board of 
Trustees, with officers as provided, is 
to organize and be classified into three 
separate sets or classes, the first to 
hold office for one, the second for two, 
and the third for three years. 
¡Section four designates the first 
Monday of each m onth as the regular 
time of meetiug for the Board. 
Section five rests the government of 
the Liorary in the Board of Trustees 
with provision for the appointment of 
a librarian, to whom the custody of 
the library shall be entrusted. 
Section six provides for the transfer 
of the Public Library as now known 
to the city. 
Section seven relates to the renting 
of a suitable room for the Library and 
the eventual erection of a library 
building. 
Section eight authorizes the Board of 
Regents to purchase a lot conveniently 
situated as near the centre of the city 
as may be for a library building, and 
to contract for the erection thereon of 
such building; provided, however, that 
the whole cost for building and ground 
shall not exceed $15,(300. 
Section nine declares the library, as 
thus constituted, a public one and pro­ 
vides that it shall be open at all reas­ 
onable hours for the accommodation 
of the public, making provision, how­ 
ever, for the requirement of monthly 
dues not exceeding fifty cents from all 
persons using the Library books, if 
such provision be deemed expedient. 
We trust that the ordinance as pre­ 
sented will meet with the approval of 
the Council, and thus will he estab­ 
lished on a permanent basis a monu­ 
ment to the intelligence and enterprise 
of Los Angeles. 


Killed by a Falling Wall. 


About 3 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon an accident occurred on the 
premises of Mr. Signoret on Main 
street, resulting in the death of a la­ 
borer named Gille. 
For some days men have been en­ 
gaged with pick and bar tearing down 
the old brick and adobe building on 
the site of Mr. Signoret’s new build­ 
ing. A portion of the rear wall which 
was composed of adobe had been un­ 
dermined and the wind striking it 
with some force threw it over without 
a second’s notice, catching GIIIc under 
its heavy weight. The unfortunate 
man was instantly killed, having his 
neck and back broken, with otherae- 
vere injuries, any one of which would 
have been sufficient to cause death. 
The deceased was without friends or 
relatives in the city, and will be burled 
by Mr. Signoret. The following is the 
verdict of the Coroner’s Jury: 
We, the jury, convened to investi­ 
gate the causes of the death of August 
Gille, find that the deceased, a native 
of Switzerland, aged about 34 years, 
came to his death by the falling of a 
wall on the premises of F. Signoret.

Proposed Reunion of Pioneers. | 


Frank S. DufT, M. B. Lucas and John 
Hanson, of Eureka, who are among 
the survivors of the company which 
arrived at San Francisco on the ship 
Pharsalia on July 23, 1849, published a 
call for all the survivors now living on 
the Pacific Coast to assemble at the 
Cosmopolitan Hotel on the 21st of July 
next, the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
their arrival, and requesting all those 
who are unable to be present to com­ 
municate by letter.

Timber that has Stood for Four Thou­ 
sand Years. 


Probably the oldest timber in the 
world which lias been subjected to the 
use of man is that which is found in 
the ancient temples of Egypt. It is 
found in connection with stonework 
which is known to be at least four 
thousand years old. This wood, and 
the only wood used in the construction 
of the temple, is in the form of ties, 
holding the end of one stone to an­ 
other in its upper surface. 
When two 
blocks were laid in place then it ap­ 
pears that an excavation about an inch 
deep was made in each block, into 
which an hourglass-shaped tie was 
driven. It is, therefore, very difficult 
to force any stone from its position. 
The ties appear to have been the tam ­ 
arisk or shittim wood, of which the 
ark was constructed, a sacred tree in 
ancient Egypt, and now very rarely 
found in the Valley of the Nile. These 
dovetailed ties are just as sound now 
as on the day of their insertion. Al­ 
though fuel is extremely scarce in the 
country, these bits of wood are not 
large 'enough to make it an object 
witli the Arabs to heave otiTayer after 
layer of heavy stone for so small a 
prize. Hud they been of bronze, half 
of the old temples would have been 
destroyed years ago, so precious would 
they have been for various purposes. 


When Charles Lamb was invited at 
a public dinner to say grace, aud re­ 
sponded with the rem ark,“Is there no 
minister present?

An 
engine and pum p is now on its way hither, 
w hich will raise 30,000 gallons of w ater per 
hour into the reservoir, m ore than is now 
consum ed by the entire city of Los Angeles. 
A ll lots m ust be sold previous to April 13th, 
for upon th at date those th at are left will be 
disposed of a t public auction, by the popular 
auctioneer, Noyes. They will be sold on the 
installm ent plan, at his rooms in the Temple 
Block on Spring street; the first installm ent 
payable on the day of sale. 
Fifteen thousand feet of pipe are now being 
laid in the streets, 8,000 feet of which are al­ 
ready in the ground, and a m illion-gallon res­ 
ervoir Is now being made to supply the lots 
with water. 
The City Surveyor lias been ordered to de- 
fiue the grades and lines of Olive, Charity und 
B unker H ill avenues, from H ill to Hope; 
Second street and Tem ple street from H ill to 
Hope. This w ill bring tliese lands w ithin 
easy reach of the business part of the city.
